Senate Passes the Sundberg 
Insurance Bill. 


VOTE ON MEASURE IS CLOSE 


(Received Just Enough Votes for Its 


Passage— House 
Passes the 
Legis­ 


lative Salary Bill 
in Committee of 


the Whole Without Opposition. 


St. Paul, April 6.—The senate passed 
Senator Sundberg’s bill, S. F. No. 105. 
proposing a constitutional amendment 
to authorize the state auditor to levy 
an 
acreage 
tax on 
lands 
insured 
against loss by hail, for the purpose of 
creating an insurance 
fund against 
damage to crops by hail storms. 
The 
bill received just enough votes for its 
passage without one to spare, there 
being 32 for and 12 against the hill. 
The bill authorizes the state auditor 
to levy an acreage tax on the land of 
th e farm ers who shall have signified 
their willingness to pay 
this tax by 
listing their hinds 
for this purpose 
wilh the county auditor of the county 
In which the farms are located. This 
money is to he used as a fund for the 
payment of losses to crops by reason 
of hail 
storms. 
The 
constitutional 
amendment to authorize the state au­ 
ditor to take such action is to be sub­ 
mitted to the people 
at the general 
election In 1908. 
A bill raising the rate of interest on 
local improvement certificates to 12 
per cent was passed by the senate un­ 
der suspension of rules. 
The bill has 
already passed the bouse, 
The bill repealing the corrupt prac­ 
tices act, amended by the special com­ 
mittee to which It was referred so as 
to repeal 
o n ly 
that section 
which 
limits the expenditures of the candi­ 
dates, was passed by the senate by 
38 to 7. 


Repeals Only One Section. 


The bill as 
originally introduced 
provided for the repeal of the sections 
requiting 
the filing 
of expense 
ac­ 
counts by candidate® and fixing the 
limit of the expenses. 
When the bill 
w as before the committee of the whole 
It was amended so as to Include all of 
the sections of the corrupt practices, 
but later it was referred to the special 
committee on motion 
of the author. 
Senator D. S. Hall 
of Buffalo laake 
This committee reported 
an am end­ 
ment s i m p l y repealing one section. 
The law as amended would enable 
a man who wanted to file a true state­ 
ment of his expenses to put as much 
money into the campaign as necessary 
and still not be under the necessity of 
committing 
perjury In 
making his 
statement. 
The 
house 
passed 
the two state 
drainage bills prepared by the drain­ 
age committee. 
The general hill was 
amended s o as to cut 
out tho appro­ 
priation and leave 
tho amount to be 
fixed in the omnibus bill; otherwise 
they were not changed materially. The 
house and the senate committees have 
been 
working together 
during the 
greater part of the winter drawing up 
the details of the bills and their policy 
has been prettv well agreed upon since 
early in the session. 
The- general bill provides a compre­ 
hensive sy.v-in of draining state lands 
and leaves the work in charge of the 
p r e s e n t commission, composed of the 
governor, tho state 
auditor and the 
secretory cf state. 
A detailed system 


of procedure for tho extabllshment of 
ditches is provided. 
The owners of 
private lands may start the proceed 
tags by petition or they may be starred 
by the state 
commission, but 
In all 
eases tho private 
landowners are to I 
be assessed for benefits the some as 
under the county or Judicial drainage 
system. 
The second hill provides 
that the 
cost of drainage of state lands shall 
be a d d e d to the 
minimum price for 
winch state lands 
may be sold and 
also that 3 per cont interest shall bo 
charged upon this amount until it is 
paid. 
Legislative Salary BMI Passed. 
The 
legislative 
salary 
hill 
was 
passed out by the house committee of 
tho whole without opposition. 
When the bill came up last week 
the question was raisc'd as to whether 
th** passage of the bill would disqual­ 
ify any of the members of the present 
legislature 
from 
being 
candidates 
again. 
TI. J. Wells of Breckenridge, 
author of the bill, produced an opinion 
from the attorney general stating that 
tho bill would not prevent any mem­ 
ber from being a candidate. 
The onlv 
limitation made by the constitution 
was that any salary increase should 
not take effect until the following ses­ 
sion and also that no one should be 
eligible to an office created by the leg 
lslature of which he was a member. 
The hill recommended gives each 
member of the 
legislature $500 for 
each year for which he is elected, and 
per day additional for the speaker 
of the house and the president of the 
senate. 
Under the present law the members 
of the legislature are paid $5 a day 
for every day from the time the ses­ 
sion opens 
until It closes, 
whether 
meetings are held or not. 
The house committee on state fair 
made a favorable report on the stato 
fall bills 
One of the bills provides 
for an appropriation of $150,000 and 
tho other a loan of 
$250,000 for Im­ 
provements at the state fair grounds, 
both being necessary on account of the 
failure of the semi-centennial bill. 
The house 
passed the 
senate bill 
providing for summer sessions at the 
state normal schools.

Steamer Ci t y of T r o y Burned to tho 


W a t e r ’s Edge. 
Dobbs Ferry, N. 
Y., April 
6.—The 
•teamer City of Troy of the Citizens’ 
line was burned to the w ater’s edge. 
All the passengers, some sixty-five in 
number, 
were 
landed 
safely. 
The 
steamer 
was 
completely 
destroyed 
with its cargo of freight and thirteen 
horses. 
Edwin Gould’s dock, to which 
the City of Troy tied up when it was 
found impossible to control the flames, 
was also burned. 
The City of Troy left 
New York 
bound up the Hudson river for Albany 
and Troy 
The fire 
was discovered 
when the boat was about eight miles 
below Dobbs Ferry. 
It broke out in 
the hold amidships and rapidly gained 
headway. 
The crew fought the flames 
for some time before it was seen they 
could not control them and then the 
captain 
turned his 
boat for 
Dobbs 
Ferry. 
When she tied up at the Gould 
dock tho fire had gained such head­ 
way that little attem pt was made to 
extinguish It and every effort was bent 
toward 
landing the 
passengers suc­ 
cessfully. 
When it was thought that 
ov( rv one had been landed it was dis­ 
co vert'd that a woman passenger was 
asleep in lier 
berth and two 
Dobbs 
Ferry firemen rushed into the burning 
steamer 
and 
carried 
the woman 
; ashore.

New Orleans, April fi.—Probably fif­ 
teen lives were instantly blotted out 
by a tornado that swept across por­ 
tions of three Gulf states, which was 
distinctly traceable for a distance of 
200 miles and which took about elevon 
hours in crossing tills zone. 
The tor­ 
nado moved from west to east, cross­ 
ing the southern extremities of Louis­ 
iana and Mississippi and striking into 
Alabama for a short distance. 
Por­ 
tions of four towns 
were devastated 
and damage probably exceeding $500,- 
OOO 
was 
done, for 
in addition 
to 
the places in which the tornado mani­ 
fested fatal violence, the disturbance 
did general damage to property, crops 
and telegraph wires throughout Its 300 
mile course. 
The tornado began 
at Alexandria, 
La., 
instantly 
killing 
four 
persons 
there, fatally Injuring three and se­ 
riously Injuring thirteen others. 
Soon 
afterw ard 
it neared the 
Mississippi 
river, instantly killing five persons at 
Jackson, La., while at Bayou Sara, La., 
at least half a dozen 
others are re­ 
ported killed. 
There was one fatal in­ 
jury at Jackson. 
The tornado next ap­ 
peared at Carson, Miss., where great 
property damage was 
done and the 
last heard of it was near Selma, Ark., 
where the Inhabitants 
saw whirling 
clouds rise Into the air as they crossed 
the river. 
One death, that of a negro, 
was reported near Selma, but not con­ 
firmed.

Grot hers of Bayou Sara. 
Town Had a Fearful Experience. 
Alexandria, a town of about 16,000 
inhabitants, had a fearful experience. 
When the tornado struck, the electric 
lights went out, the cracking of falling 
buildings could 
bo heard 
above the 
noise of the wind, and vivid lightning 
flashes 
showed 
such sights 
as 
an 
empty Iron Mountain passenger train 
rolling over 
and over. 
Immediately 
after the 
wind spent its 
violence a 
heavy hall storm added to the general 
discomfort. 
Luckily, the main portion 
of Alexandria escaped the worst of 
the tornado, which cut a path through 
the northern part of tile town, a resi­ 
dence 
section 
About 
a 
score 
of 
homes were completely wiped out, fifty 
were damaged and altogether about 
IOO buildings were seriously wrecked, 
Including 
several 
business 
bouses. 
The Iron Mountain road lost its round­ 
house. 
A freak of the wind drove a 
small section of a house into one of 
the empty passenger coaches, wedg­ 
ing 
these two 
bodies almost 
inex- 
1 rloably together. 
In the woods about the town the tor­ 
nado out down trees and small cabins 
in a narrow line about nine miles long. 
Several houses were blown down at 
Pineville, and injuries 
are reported. 
The hail did much damage to crops. 
The death list from the tornado will 
reach twenty 
and the 
injured will 
number fifty In Louisiana 
alone, ac­ 
cording to the latest, reports. 
A remarkable report 
comes from 
the state insane asylum at Jackson, 
La., 
where nearly 
all the 
patients 
were left without shelter, twenty pf 
them seriously injured. 
Several cases 
of chronic 
hysteria are 
reported to 
have been shocked 
into what their 
physicians declare may prove perma­ 
nent recovery. 
Governor 
Blanchard 
has 
rushed 
tents and cots from the state military 
supplies for the temporary housing of 
the asylum inmates. 
The governor is­ 
sued a statem ent that the damage to 
the asylum is not above $1 OO,ODO. 
Authentic reports from Bayou Sara 
place the number of dead in that vi­ 
cinity 
at 
one white 
woman. 
Mrs. 
Charles Collins, and throe negroes, 
Diner Beek, one of the white men 
killed at Alexandria, met a horrible 
death, being blown with his bed out 
p f his falling 
house and 
across the 
street, where one of tho bod posts was 
driven through him.

It was possible 
to have 
Lou Dillon 
beaten In the race and that when he 
replied that he could have It done for 
$10,000 
Sm athers 
replied 
that he 
would not pay more than $5,000. 
Mr. Billings testified that his mare 
seemed to be in proper condition un­ 
til she roached the quarter post, but 
when he touched her with the whip 
she did not respond aa was her habit, 
but began to die down. 
He also testi­ 
fied that he had not said at tho time 
of the race that his mare was sick 
and had been for several days.

THE BREADFRUIT TREE. 


Many W a y s 
In 
Which 
This 
Strange 
Asiatic Plant Is Utilized. 
The breadfruit tnn1 is a native of 
southern Asia, tile south Pacific Islands 
and the Indian archipelago. In appear­ 
ance It resembles somewhat the wild 
chestnut. 
It grows to the height of 
forty or fifty feet and bas (lark green 
leaves, many of them two feet 
In 
length, which are deeply divided Into 
pointed lottos. 
Hidden among the great leaves the 
breadfruit grows. 
It is a sorosis. i- 
nearly spherical, often weighs four or 
more pounds and has a thick yellow 
rind. Tills fruit Is the c h ie f food o f tho 
south sea Islanders. The} seldom eat 
a meal without it. 
The eatable part 
lies between the rind and the core ami 
when fully ripe is yellow and juicy. 
It Is better for fruit before It bas fully 
matured, and tile natives gather it 
while the pulp is white. 
Before it is ready for table use it 
must be rousts], when it looks like 
wheat and bread and is both palatable 
and nutritious. Usually the fruit is cut 
into three or four slices and roasted or 
baked In an oven. 
Frequently tho people of a village 
join in making a huge oven, in which 
several hundred breadfruits may tie 
baked at one lime. Thus they are all 
supplied with bread without its cost­ 
ing any of them much labor. Prepared 
in this way. tin* bread will keep for 
weeks. 
Tin* breadfruit is In season eight 
months of the year 
When the season 
finally dr: •> 
t<. a clo • the last fruits 


are gathered and made Into a sonr 
paste called “mahel.” This paste will 
keep good for months and Is m ade 
Into balls, w rapped In leaves and bak­ 
ed, just as needed. 
Bread Is not the only product of the 
bread f rn It 
tree. 
From 
It 
cement, 
cloth, tinder and lumber are also ob­ 
tained. A glutinous, milky Juice ooze# 
from the trunk of the tree, which 
makes an excellent cement when boll­ 
ed with cocoanut oil. From the fibrous 
Inner bark a kind of coarse cloth is 
made, and the big leaves make good 
towels. The lumber Is used for build­ 
ing bouses and many other purposes. 
Resides all this, the dried blossoms are 
used as tinder when fires are kindled.

O ut of only 2 5 of the population of 
the U. S., more than half a million lives 
were offered up in UXJ;') a* a sacrifice to 
diseases. 
Startling as this death rate 
may seem, it was less than that for the 
preceding year, but was in excess of the 
num ber of deaths registered for aDy 
other year. The death rate from neph­ 
ritis, Bright’s disease, apoplexy, cancer, 
diabetes, and appendicitis is increasing 
while that from old age, bronchitis, con­ 
vulsions, peritonitis and scarlet fever is 
decreasing.

as compiled by the U. S. census bureau, 
and they are official.
